PART II: THIS MAAG HAS DESIGNATED DEPUTY CHIEF, MAAG, AND 
APPROPRIATE STAFF MEMBERS AS HEAD OF OUR MISSION HERE AS 
REQUESTED IN RUST LETTER AND IS FURNISHING NAMES 
3 JANUARY 1958. AN EARLY MEETING WILL BE REQUESTED BY 
GERMANS AS THEY WILL NEED INFORMATION REQUESTED RUST LETTER 
SOONEST IN ORDER TO PROGRAM AND TAKE BUDGET ACTION IN THE 
NEXT THREE MONTHS. THE GERMAN FISCAL YEAR STARTS 1 APRIL 1958. 
IT WILL BE MOST DISTURBING IF WE ARE UNABLE TO FURNISH 
ADDITIONAL DATA AT THIS MEETING IN VIEW OF EXPEDITIOUS 
ACTION TAKEN HERE FOLLOWING RECEIPT OF REFERENCE B. NOW THAT 
WE HAVE THE BALL ROLLING, I FEEL IT IS OF EXTREME

PART III: NEW BUT RELATED SUBJECT, ASSUME PLANNING IN 
GOING FORWARD FOR NATO RANGES TO TRAIN THESE MiSSILE UNITS 
AFTER THEY ARE ACTIVATED AS AM CERTAIN ONCE THE GERMANS 
LEARN THE CAPABILITY AND OTHER DETAILS OF THESE WEAPONS THE
